A fter deliberating five hours an ex 
eeutive session of the striking drivers 
and helpers of 
the five 
transconti­ 
nental express companies tentatively j 
decided to return to work on Monday 
under the terms 
of 
the 
agreement 
signed W ednesday afternoon. 
If the 
Jersey City strikers also approve the k 
agreement the men will go back. 
Ii 
the Jersey men reject the agreem ent' 
the 
New 
York 
men 
will 
stay 
out 
Drivers and chauffeurs on strike not 
employed by the express companies 
are not affected and may settle theii 
differences as they choose. 
An agreement signed in Mayor Gay- 
nor’s office to be submitted ut a mas. 
meeting of the strikers was expected 
to bring peace. 
At the mass met tim 
the men declared sharply against the 
acceptance of the terms offered anti ii 
which representatives of the strict " 
had agreed. 
The union men demand 
ed unqualified recognition of their or 
ganization 
This action 
was 
finally 
turned down by the tentative accept 
ance of terms. 
The 
agreement, 
signed 
by 
repro 
sed atives of a1 the express comp.? 
nies, deciares willingness to take back 
former employes regardless of union 
affiliations, at the old rate of pay until 
Dec. I, when any changes mutually 
agreed upon may become effective.

ment open, but there is no longer any 
doubt that Mr. Hughes will be named. 
There lias 
been a disposition 
in 
some quarters to regard Mr. Hughes 
to uncompromising and also a little 
too progressive in his views for a 
chief justice. 
Tile former criticism 
has been voiced by one or two mem­ 
bers of the president’s cabinet; the 
latter comes from business men who 
apparently had in mind Mr. Hughes' 
stand for direct prim ary and sim ilar 
legislation. 
The president has care­ 
fully 
considered 
both of 
these so 
called objections, but they have not 
affected the favor with which he re­ 
gards Ne w York state's former gov­ 
ernor. 
Th.e president lias satisfied himself 
that Mr. Hughes is sound on funda­ 
mentals, that is. on his views of the 
Constitution, and 
that consideration 
is placed before everything cise in 
Mr. T ail s selection of a member of 
the supreme bench. 
Elihu Root, Associate Justice W hite 
and Associate Justice Harlan are the 
most prominent of 
the other chief 
justiceship possibilities considered by 
Mr. Taft.

The foreign 
oldie has assured Ambassador Wilson 
that there will be no repetition of tilt* 
rioting. 
Strict orders have bet n given 
the polit e. M inister Creel said, to pre­ 
vent by vigorous measures, if neces­ 
sary, gatherings of any uescription in 


the streets. 
Visits were exchanged between Min­ 
ister Creel and the Am erican ambas­ 
sador and a verbal reply was given by 
the former to Mr. W ilson's urgent mes­ 
sage concerning 
the 
insult 
to 
the 
United States flag and to American 
citizens. 
W h at the nature of the re­ 
ply was, Mr. W ilson declined to say, 
but intimated that the same, when put 
into writing and form ally transmitted, 
would show a proper attitude on the 
part of the Mexican government. 


Papers W ill Be Suppressed. 


Assurances were also given that sev­ 
eral 
newspapers 
whose 
utterances 
have incited the demonstrations which 
developed 
into riots 
would 
be sup­ 
pressed. 
One of the latter, E l Rais, 
printed a 
suggestion 
for a 
boycott 
throughout the republic. 
Another, E l Dlario del Hogar, pub­ 
lished a cartoon depicting the Mexican 
people clubbing Uncle Sam, while in 
the background was pictured the burn­ 
ing of Rodriguez at Rock Springs, Tex. 
Ambassador 
W ilson 
was 
warm ly 
congratulated 
by business men and 
others of the Am erican colony person­ 
ally and by letter for the aggressive 
stand he has taken in the crisis. 
Reports which have reached Mexico 
City from the United States that an 
attempt had been made upon the life 
of th** ambassador were without any 
foundation in fact. 
Fears that with the coming of dark­ 
ness violence would break out anew 
proved to be groundless. 
The pres­ 
ence of numerous squads of mounted 
police with carbines across their backs 
prevented anything in the nature of 
disorder.

The only other Republican who was 
elected by more thau 20,OOO is Johnson 
of California who had 25,000. 
On the 
Dem ocratic side, Dix of New York ap­ 
parently is the only one who had a 
larger plurality than Eberhart. 
Added to this, the fact that Eber- 
hart was elected in a state that hat] 
elected 
a 
Democratic 
governor 
for 
three successive campaigns, the last 
two 
times

m ajorities,

I at becomes all the more remarkable. 
Minnesota also is about the only 
slate in the Union that did not show 
.mi increase in the number of its Demo- 
(ratio representatives. 
Minnesota re­ 
turned its one Democratic representa­ 
tive but by a decreased m ajority while 
the Republicans elected had just as 
large majorities as two years aga arni 
some larger. 
Representative Stevens said recent­ 
ly that the news of the election of a 
Republican mayor in St. Paul in place 
of a Democrat last spring came as a 
ray of sunshine and hope to the Re 
publicans at a time when several con­ 
gressional 
districts 
and 
cities 
had 
shortly before gone Democratic. 
Min­ 
nesota's Republican landslide of last 
Tuesday will likewise be a cheering 
and comforting solace to the national

Legislature Is Republican. 


Minnesota's legislature also remains
